THE ESTIMATION OF REAL CHARACTER 


We are all desirous of receiving approval for our 


actions. So great is this desire that at times we will 
sacrifice our own belief to take our position with the 
crowd. In so doing we lose our self-respect, because we 
are speaking against our judgment. A great deal of 
power to stand firm can be gained by the consideration 
of men whose memories we revere now, "but who had to 
mesi opposition, criticism and ridicule when they were 
fighting the very battles for which we love them in this 
generation. 


Note the foDowing description of Abraham Lin- 


coln, written editorially, the day after he was nominated 
in Chicago in 1860: 


"The Republican convention at Chicago has 


nominated Abraham Lincoln of Illinois for Pres- 
ident of the United States—a third-rate Western 
lawyer, poorer than poor Pierce. The conduct 
of the Republican party in this matter is a re- 
markable indication of a small intellect growing 
smaller. They passed over Seward, Chase, and 
Banks, who are statesmen and able men, and 
they take a fourth-rate lecturer who cannot 
speak good grammar and who, to raise the wind, 
delivers his hackneyed, illiterate compositions 
at $200.00 apiece. Our readers will recollect that 
this .peripatetic politician visited Kew York two 
or three months ago on his financial tour, when 
in return for the most unmitigated trash, inter- 
larded with course and clumsy jokes, filled his 


, 
empty pockets with dollars co'ined out of repub- 
lican fanaticism." 


' _* 4^ ^ a few days later we Set this from the page 
a phWelPhia newspaper, speaking of Mr. Lincoln: 


'There is not in all the history of his life 


t any exhibition of intellectual ability and attain- 
ment fitting him for the high and responsible 
post for which he has been nominated. His 
coarse language, his illiterate style and his vul- 
gar and vituperative personality in debate 
contrast very strongly with the elegance and 
.classical oratory of the eminent senator from 
New York." 
He was referred to as a freak, a baboon who had 


escaped from the morasses of Illinois, a vulgar clown 
and a low-bred village politician. The treatment of him 
by London "Punch" is almost unbelievable in the light 
of our present opinion of Mr. Lincoln. 


People must die sometimes and be dead a good 


many years in order that there may be a correct esti- 
mate made of their character and work. Immediatelv 
on the death of Lincoln, "Punch" acknowledged its
